They glory in successful deception s 
fraud. Only two or three years ago, tb 
friends of the Union in the South held up the 
promises of Lincoln and his Cabinet and Con- 
gress, in deft use of the cause, against the ad 
vocates of revolution, who asserted, notwith- 
standing all the fair promisee, that the Presi- 
dent and his party would make this a war to 
destroy slavery— that that was the cherished 
object, and would be developed. 

These radicals, then, boast that all the 
friends of the Union suid, by the authority of 
the Government in all its departments, was 
false, and all the rebels said was true. That 
is, they boast that they have discredited all 
these friends of the Government said, and 
confirmed all that the Secessionists charged. 
They boast of successful simulation, dissimu- 
lation, fraud and falsehood. 

It is, perhaps, some consolation to a man to 
be proud of bis crimes when he has nothing 
tlse to be proud of; but we want the merit of 
these boasts understood. Fraud a^d falsehood 
are the elements in the process of this boasted 
reform. 

Having got power by one set of professions, 
they now discard what they promised; having 
the means to accomplish cherished party pur- 
poses, they have no need for simulation. They 
boast of bad faith and the forfeiture of all 
their pledges, and call it progress. They 
ought to feel some apprehension that this great 
nation lie of theirs will come home to 
roost. 

gyThc philosopher of the New York 
Tribune has at last spoken upou the next 
Presidential election. He is rather mysterious 
on the main question; but etill explicit 
enough to show that the current docs not 
flow toward the present incumbent. He de- 
cides, in fac'., that Mr. Lincoln's capacity and 
s.i vices are not so great as to give him the 
place ever all other aepirants, to put the 
claims of others out of the question. The 
writer talks ominously about the one term, 
lie thinks the Constitu'ion is about right in 
leaving the question open, so that the peopl3 
may once in a while re-elect a man, if he shall 
have claims of the highest order, overshadow- 
ing all others.

This is a very serious defection, and if Lincoln 
does not attend to it, the result will remind 
him of something that happened in Illinois— 
that powder shot ence before, for exatnpls. 

fJgT*The Abolitionists hold their Conven- 
tion in Baltimore on the Ttfe of June to 
nominate candidates for President aad Vice 
President. They call on all voters who are for 
an unconditional maintenance of the Union 
—that is, those who want no Union at all if 
slavery lives. All who desire the supremacy 
of the Cons'. itntion are invited. They mean 
all who believe that the Constitution is sus- 
pended in time of war, and that life, liberty 
and property are at the discretion of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. They invite all who are for 
the complete suppression of the rebellion by 
vigorous war, and ail apt atd effectual means, 
constitutional or unconstitutional, right or 
wrong. They call themselves the "Union" 
party. They all hate the old Union— always 
did bate it. They now propose to pull it 
down and erect another to suit them. The 
main point to be secured is to have a Union that 
they can rule, in which they can get all the 
spoils. Granting that point, they would com- 
promiso all else.

Here is a part of a late speech. It is the pros- 
pect radicalism offers to white people North 
and South.

One Conviction —James M. Hunt, lately 
on trial at Fortrcrs Monroe, in connection 
with the lrauds in chartrring vessels, wt>8 
found guilty on six epectications, and sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of two thousand dollars 
and be imprisoned at hard labor till payment. 
The Ccurt say tbey are thus lenient in con- 
sideration of the impruonmect and pecuniary 
losses already suffered by Hunt, by reason of 
his fermer arrest on the foregoing charges.; 
also that they have striven in vain to find the 
accused the proper party upou whom to fix 
the responsibility for the enormous frauds the 
Government has suffered in water transporta- 
tion. Few adventurers, however, have been 
less guilty than the prisoner. They also find 
that the intimacy existirg between certain 
commissioned officers of the Quartermaster's 
Department tnd contractors atxl clerks in 
their service, receiving presents from them, 
is highly impioper and censurable, and that 
the mode of chartcrirg vessels, a : shown by 
the record, is ruinous to the interests of the 
Government and disastrous to the morals of 
the country. The proceedings, Coding and 
sentence are Ef proved by General B ttlcr, and 
ordered to be fonhwith carried into execu- 
tion. 

Destructive Fihe at Lafatette, Ikd — 
On Tuesday morning, Orth's and Reynolds 
blocks, on the northeast corner ol the pub- 
lic square at L-ifuyette, Indiana, were con- 
sumed by fire. The less was very heavy. TLe 
two buildings contained eight business room6, 
Including the Journal aud Post offices. Orili'a 
block, beside the Journal and Post ofli v, was 
occupied by Win. Miller, wholesale liquor 
store; Geo. Smith, wholesale hoot and slice 
store; and a jewelry catabishment. Reynolds' 
block was occupied by a saloon, Howard's 
wholesale and retail boot and shoe store, and 
John McCoriuick's grocery store, and the 
upper part by a daguerrean gallery, where the 
fire Is supposed to have originated. Reynolds' 
block was injured for $0,000, and the Journal 
Company for $10,000. 

td#"The Government ba3 40,000 diseased 
horses at Washington that are dying off 
rapidly.

He denies the authenticity of Mr. Mallory's 
report, and says it is a spurious thiug. Such 
tricks will be of little value in arresting the 
downward march of Jeff.

Back ox Capias.— 8hortly after 
the Morgan raid in Ohio a man named Ed- 
ward L. Hughes was arrested in Adams coun- 
ty, on a charge of treason, for piloting John 
Morgan and party through that 8tate 
to the Ohio river, and laying a tax on citizens 
along the route. On a preliminary examina- 
tion he was held in $3,000 bail to answer, which 
he cave. Hughes immediately left for Cana- 
da, and when the case was called In court his 
ball was declared forfeited. A few days ago 
Hughes ventured to cross the lines, and came 
to Toledo, where he was recognizad and ar- 
rested by U nited States Marshal Earl Bill,

JSyStephen W. Law, a private in company 
F, Fifth Tennessee, was found murdered on 
Monday morning near Mill Creek, Tenn. He 
had received a shot which passed through his 
head, ioiug in just behind the ear and comlrg 
out on the opposite side cf the head. He had 
also a severe stab in the throat, one in the 
breast and one in the back of the neek. It Is 
supposed that ho was murdered by some of 
the numerous bushwhackers who Infest that 
region of country. 

l^-In the year IM the railway companies 
of tbe United Kingdom paid, as compensation 
for personal irjury, the sum of £158,169. This 
amounts to 1-11 per cent, upon their total 
working expenditure.

The estimates of the Secretary ol the Naw 
at that time were predicated "upon the eni - 
ployment of S71 coinmiaeioned and warrant 
officers, 3 620 pctfy officers, s amen and rove 
lor cine frigate? and seven smaller veM... , 7 ( - 
000 marines for two hundred gunboat?, in- 
cluding 1,800 officers— tout 13,300 men. Tho 
expenses wers estimated at $23 136,000. The 
aggregate expenses of the navy curing tho 
war of 1S12 were at leas: $100000,000, and If 
the privateers had been thrown urx.n Hm 
Government for support another £50,000 000 
would have been added. 

The przes taken during the war 07 I'-.iicd 
States vessels numbered one hundred and 
forty, of which seventy-four came saielv int > 
port. 

Our privateers numbered tbre- hundred and 
they were manned by 15,000 men. The num- 
ber of prises captured by those privateers 
amounted 10 2,011, of which 1,551 arrived 
north— worth $150,000,000. The destrne Ion 
of the enemy's property was at least $40,000,- 
000 more. The government olfered no blunty 
for prisoners taKen, hence 5,«00 privateers- 
mcn were for a long time shut up in the 
gloomy prisons of Dartmoor, not bving ex- 
changed. 

When the immtnse amount of serM.-p rori- 
dered by the privateers in the war of 1819 li

Tlir Tiial of Capt. Crandall, ol the 
Thirteenth Kentucky, for lulling 
UnU Ilogan, of the Kigiith Michi- 
gan-Tbc Testimony Beloie tn< Court 
•narlial. 

On Tburs'lay a court-martial, of which Col. 
Pennebaker, of the Twenty-seventh Ken- 
tucky, was appointed President, and Captain 
Hardy, of the Sixty-third Indiana, Judge Ad- 
vocate, assembled in the Chancery Court 
room in this city for the trUl of Captain 
Crandall, of the Thirteenth Kentucky, for 
the killing of Lieut. Hogan, of the Eighth 
Michigan, on the 3d in6t., near Camp Nelson. 
The following is the evidence elicited betore 
the court : 

William Grubb?, Chaplain of the Twenty- 
sixth Kentucky, testified that he was within a 
short distance of the parties at the time of the 
killing. He was going from the postoffice to the 
camp of his regimint. He rode up, a hard 
wibd blowing at the time, until within about 
three hundred yards of the parties, when he 
Baw a man who had his back turned to him 
raise a pistoJ cud fire. The man at whom the 
pistol was fired moved forward, when the 
man who had first fired changed position and 
fited again, ne then rode up, and recognizing 
Crandall asked what was the matter. Cran- 
dall replied, "That man ruined my wife, aud 
I sbot him ;" after which Crandall rode off. 
Grubbs then saw Hogan fall from his horse. 
He had the body turned over, but did not 
recogniz? the man who was shot. Grubbs 
then went to camp and related to Col. Max- 
well what he bad seen, and he in turn told 
him 10 go to General Amnion and relate the 
facts to him. The following question was 
asked the witness : "What did Captain 
Crandall 6«y to you in regard to 
this matter?" "He said that he had 
followed Hogan to Camp Nelson for sat- 
isfaction, but that upon an i vine there he had 
been advised to leave the whole aftVir in the 
hands of the proper officers, and taking their 
advice he started for homo." He had not pro- 
ceeded fir before he met a man who was 
pointed out to him as Hogan. Hiding up to 
h : m he said: "is your name Lieutenant Hogan?" 
The reply was, "it is." Cran dell then asked 
him if be did not carry a lady from Lebanon 
to Campbellsville. This he denied. Cran- 
dell then said that Hogan had taken the lady, 
Mrs. Crandell, and that he had treated her as 
a dog. Hogan theu admitted that he had 
treated the lady like a dog, at the same time 
laughing. This was more than the accused 
could stand, and he drew his pistol and fired. 

A witness by the name of Brijrga, and 
another who'e name we forgot, were examin- 
ed by the Judge Advocate. Their testimony 
was Fubstantially the same as Grubb'e. 

The deferse proposed to introduce a wit- 
ness to prove the good charactor of Captain 
Crandall, which was admitted by the 
cution.

Philadelphia, Feb. 26. 
The Evening Buttletin has the following In- 
teresting special: 

Tunnel Hill, Ga., February 24 
Oq Monday a strorg column of infantry, 
preceded by eavslrv, moved out from Chatta- 
nooga, near tha old battlefield of Chlc imaugo, 
nn..l took a direct road for Tunnel Hill and 
Dalton. Ga. Palmer, Johnson, Baird, Davis 
and Carlin directed the movement. The force 
advanced without opposition east of the 
Chickaniauga, across which and back through 
R'regold Gap and Taylor's Ridge a party of 
rebel cavalry were driven in confusion by 
Col. Rarri^en. Tha head of the column then 
marched, and rested during the night at Ring- 
eintr. The movement was commenced yes- 
terday morniog. 

The cavalry in advance had several lively 
kirmishes with the enemy's mounted force, 
insisting ot the Frst Tennessee rehe.ls. Th^v 
were, however, continually pushed back until 
ibout 4 i\ m.. when our fottfs came In sttrbt 
)f TuuncH Hill. Here the conflict com- 
menced in which a great dral of flighting was 
y by the enemy. There was 
little loss on either side. 

CoL Harrison having pushed far towards 
he iront, ard seeing that the rebels outnum- 
bered his force, halted until he was met by our 
infantry advaucing. Certain of support, Col. 
Harrison again p. «>se.d forward and drove 
tha rebels precipiU'ely out of the town of 
Tunuell. 

The enemy had an entire brigade of caval- 
, under chirge of Gen. Wheeler, with four 
pieces of artillery, and opening upon us with 
the latter, our progress was checked. As 
st>on as our own artillery came up its fire was 
directed principally at Colbone's rebel cav- 
alry, who had advmced uoon CoL Harrison's 
right. It being now dark, our farces retired 
bout four miles in the direction of Dalton 

0 await supplies. In the meantime General 
Stanley's command advanced from the vicin- 
ity of Cleveland, preceded by a cavalry force 
under Col.Tong, of the Fourth Ohio cavalry. 
The latt»r is sf>id to have penetrated within 
three miles of Dalton to day. 

Yesterday morning, about 10 o'clock, the 
advance was sealn resumed. Portions of 
Johnsun's and Baird's commands are moving 
forward on the main road from Ringgold to- 
ward Tunnel Hill. 

No Fkirmislrug of consequence took place 
until 11:30 We formed ourselves in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Tunnel Hill. Here it soon 
became evilent thai the rebels were resolved 
on making a stand. The cavalry had advanced 
s .me distance ahead of the infantry, but as 
toon as the latter were up in puflicient num- 
ber.) to support, the cavalry advanced in a 
column along the road ia plain view of the 
hill on which the rebels' cannon were planted 
the day before. 

No enemy had as yet been observed, when 
suddenly • battery planted on the hill to the 
tight of Tunned opened, and a numb«r of 
shell were thrown with great acuracy into our 
ranks. Several were killed and wounded. 
Gen. Whipple narrowly escaped death from 
the near explosion of a shell. No confusion, 
was created, however, and the cavalry retired 
to shelter. Oiher portions of infantry came 
up end were deployed iu line.

Captain Harris, of the Eighth Indiana Bat- 
tery, afitrwards placed two of bis pieces to 
the left of the road, and assisted in dislodgin 
the rebel battery from its position, and our 
infantry began to advance 4 , G;*n. Morgan tak- 
ing the re bds on the right il ink, and Baldly 
marchicg along the crest of Tunnel Ilili, 
conplettly turned the works of the enemy, 
who tl<d without tiring a gun. Their retreat 
was rendered the more necessary, as Col, 
Hambright's advance threatened their left 
flir.k. Our whole line was then hurled for- 
ward, and we occipied, wi'hout further con- 
test, the ridge ol Tunnel Hill. 

All along its cre^t were tolerably formida 
ble works of stone and logs. On the eastern 
side were the desertel camps of General 
Claiborne's rebel divibion. It was now four 
o'clock in the afternoon, and the rebels Hid 
rapidly alon£ the Dalton road. Our troops 
puisned, and there was no further righting 
until we were within three miles of Daltou, 
where the rebels were found Btrongly posteu 
iu a gorga between a high and precipitous 
range oi mountains, c-ilcd Rocky Falls. 
Through this gorge runs the common road 
and railroad. Our advance was met by a 
sharp musketry lire, but this was replied to 
with 6uch effect that the rebel lines were dis

Newbebn, N. C, February 24. 

Major General Peck, since his return, has 
been busilv engaged in making rigid inspec- 
tion of all the fortifications in his Depart- 
ment. He hat* received reliable intelligence 
of the enemy's intentioi to make another ef- 
fort to dispossess us of our position in East 
Tennessee, with the assistance of three rebel 
iron clads plated ten inchea thick, which are 
nearly ready to move simultaneous down the 
Neuse, Roanoke end Tnr rivers. 

Peck is taking measures to limpedc the pro- 
gress of these iron-clad*, which propose mov- 
ing conjalntly with the land forces on most 
important points on the three rivers, New- 
bern, Plymouth and Washington. It appears 
to be the impression both within and outside 
of our lines they ware to be evacuatc-d aud 
the battle-ground to be transferred to North 
Carolina. Hence the desire of the en<»my to 
make a formidable and dcaperate effort to 
obtain possession of this productive portion 
of the State and its extensive water commu- 
nications before reinforcements can arrive for 
us.
